Approximately 200 Adams Coun­ 
tian*, gathered at Hotel Gettysburg 
Thursday night to observe the birth­ 
day of Abraham Lincoln, heard the 
m artyred president compared with 
a new leader, President Dwight D a 
Eisenhower by one speaker, and with 
the first president of the nation, 
President George W ashington, by 
another.

H. Wood. "A study of their lives is 
a source of great spiritual inspira­ 
tion. Each of them came from a 
separate environm ent in many re­ 
spects, but their objectives were the 
same. 
“The one possessed the abundant 
courage to outlast the foul con­ 
spirators of the Conway Cabal, ami 
to lead 
his ragged 
and starved 
Continental army to the victory that 
established this Republic. The other, 
possessed of equal courage, w ith­ 
stood vicious criticism and stagger­ 
ing military defeats in order th at 
the Union might be preserved, and 
th a t government by free men should 
not perish from this earth.

LONDON Cfi — A relentless tide 
thundered against hastily-plugged 
gaps in the sea walls of Britain, 
the N'therlands and Belgium to­ 
day, threatening a new loss of life 
and property.

returned they brought us a bag oi 
potatoes and some fresh cat-fish, of 
which we soon cooked a mess and 
I thought it was the best meal I 
had ever eaten.

FACTS 
ABOUT 
INSECTICIDES 
Are all insecticides safe to ap­ 
ply on vegetables whose edible 
p arts 
are 
exposed? 
On 
fruits 
nearing m aturity? 
How m ay gardeners determ ine 
when It is safe to spray or dust 
crops and when dangers m ay re­ 
sult? 
Are there any 
“ safe’* insecti­ 
cides? 
These and scores of additional 
questions m ay be sensibly asked 
about the choice and use of chem i­ 
cal poisons to control insect ene­ 
m ies on food plants. A lready read ­ 
ers are writing the editor for such 
inform ation for the growing sea­ 
son ahead. Fortunately there are 
certain basic facts known about in­ 
secticides and their use. 
All chem icals that kill destruc­ 
tive insects on plants are poison­ 
ous, else they would not control 
the insect. There is, however, a 
wide range of Incurred dangers. 
For exam ple, DDT is likely to 
“ build up’’ or accum ulate in g ar­ 
den soils and later constitute there 
there an increasing danger to hu­ 
m an beings and anim als that eat 
the plants or p arts of the plants 
that grow in such soil. Too, DDT 
is cum ulative in hum an and ani­ 
m al bodies. On the other hand, ro- 
tenone is relatively harm less to 
hum an beings but is extremely toxic 
to most chewing insects. 
The facts lend to two safe re­ 
commendations to which the editor 
adheres 
In 
all 
is 
advice 
to 
readers about 
combat of insects 
on 
vegetables 
and 
fruits: 
(I) 
Do 
not 
use 
DDT 
in 
any 
role 
on edible plants or where edible 
plants grow: (2) In all cases where 
the edible part of the plant is ex­ 
posed, 
com bat 
chewing 
insects 
with rotenone or one of the other 
and 
longer-used 
insecticdes 
and 
sap-sucking 
pests 
with 
nicotine 
sulphate. 
The w riter realizes that state 
and federal agricultural publica­ 
tions recom m end DDT for genera) 
use 
in 
gardens 
and 
orchards 
But our opinion, backed by consid­ 
erable research, rem ains what it 
w as when this poison was intro­ 
duced during World W ar II—it is far 
too dangerous for use on food or 
feed crops. And m edical authori­ 
ties m ay well turn part of their 
attention to the possibility that no 
m inor portion of hum an ills, par­ 
ticularly 
those 
associated 
with j each 
heart 
and 
circulatory functions, 
m ay be resulting largely from the 
w idespread use of at least a few 
of the newer organic fungicides 
and such chem cal poisons as DDT 
on food plants. 
In general m ost insect problems 
may be safely solved lf the gar­ 
dener will combat chewing pe»u 
with rotenone and some of the 
older insecticides, such as calcium 
arsenate and lead arsenate. Of 
course, the last two nam ed poisons 
are not nearly as sate as is roten­ 
one and pyrethrum. 
No 
dangers 
are 
transm itted 
where seed is treated with chem ­ 
icals before sowing or where such 
poison* as corrosive sublimate are 
used externally ion the plant) to 
com bat such pests as the cabbage 
root maggot. But In these as well 
as all other cases where doubts 
prevail, readers should first write 
tho editor for specific advice. 


There is little danger where such 
fungicides as Bordeaux m ixture is 
applied to 
prevent 
blights 
and 
other 
fungous 
diseases. 
N either 
is there any danger from use of 
such contact insecticides as Black 
Leaf 40 to com bat 
sap-sucking 
foes. In fact, grow ers m ay enjoy 
a 
wide 
range 
of 
insecticidal 
choices without resorting to such 
perilous chem icals as DDT and the 
new er com pounds w hich a re ap­ 
parently recom m ended for their 
lethal effects on insects and with 
little consideration for the 
ani­ 
m als 
and 
hum an 
beings which 
m ust later consum e the contam ­ 
inated food. 


GRAPE 
PRUNING PRINCIPLES 
There is no justification for m is­ 
take* 
or 
neglect 
in 
grapevine 
pruning. C ertain guiding facta re­ 
m ain applicable every year every­ 
where. These include: 
1. E very grapevine three years 
old 
and 
older 
m ust 
be pruned 
every yea*. 
2. Pruning should be com pleted 
in late January or early February 
before sap begins to rise to cause 
excessive “ bleeding.’* 
S. Unless a vine is pruned prop­ 
erly each 
w inter it 
will 
w aste 
m uch of its strength in supporting 
a huge crop of leaves at the ex­ 
pense of fruit. 
4. Besides establishing a balance 
between fruit and foliage produc­ 
tion, pruning prom otes better air 
circulation and increases penetra­ 
tion of sunlight to reduce mildew, 
fruit rots and sim ilar com m on di­ 
seases. 
5. Properly pruned vines m ay 
be sprayed m ore effectively and 
less expensively. 
6. G rapes ripen m ore uniform ly 
on vines that are pruned accord­ 
ing to accepted principles. 
7. Pruning 
keeps 
grape 
vines 
young through the annual process 
of prom oting the form ation of new 
and vigorous woods. 
It is im portnat that every grape­ 
vine owner knows clearly why an­ 
nual pruning la necessary. This is 
quite sim ple when the processes 
of vine growth are closely ob­ 
served. 
E ach 
bud 
on each cane 
last 
spring becam e a leafy shoot. La­ 
ter a* growth progressed the shoot 
I lengthened and by fall it becam e 
j a 
bud-filled 
cane. 
This 
spring 
bud on the new cane will 
follow the old pattern of repro­ 
duction. Therefore, unless the vine 


is pruned annually in late w inter 
it becom es a vast maze, of inter­ 
lacing, 
multiplying 
canes 
and 
shoots. 
G rape 
prim ing 
consists 
of 
a 
sim ple operation based on a very 
im portant aim — to balance foli­ 
age and fruit through reducing the 
total num ber of buds and thereby 
the 
num ber 
of 
potential 
leafy 
shoots. F or exam ple, all the canes 
(last spring s leafy shoots) should 
be rem oved except four or five. 
These are selected for their loca­ 
tion on the trunk and their average 
vigor. They are then cut back to 
12 to 14 buds each or so the vine 
retains a total of 46 to 56 buds 
—the larger num ber on the strong­ 
est plant. 
In pruning intelligently it is nec­ 
essary 
to 
understand 
common 
grape term s. 
The trunk is the old or basal 
woody portion, usually kept 2 ^ to 
4 feet tall. 
An arm 
is an old cane 
two 
years old or older cut back and 
retained as a source of future 
canes. 
A cane is a one-year old branch 
th at has grown from a bud left 
the previous spring on the trunk, 
arm , spur or cane. 
A shoot is a leafy grow th that 
develops from s bud on a cane. 
All fruit is borne on shoots. 
If a grape vine is trained on an 
arbor for shade as well as for 
fruit, it m ay be necessary to allow 
the trunk to rem ain taller or to 
m ake m ore use of arm s in o rle r 
to distribute the rem aining canes 
where they will best serve. But 
again, as in all pruned-back canes, 
also in all other system s of vine 
training, 
the 
bud-total 
rule 
for 
each plant should not be violated. 
Owners of grape vin es who have 
not 
yet 
w ritten 
the 
editor 
for 
copies of our sim ple grape pruning 
Instructions should do so at once. 
M erely enclosed a stam ped, ad­ 
dressed envelope.

Several grow ­ 
ers report that they prefer to sta rt 
seedlings in vermiculite. But w hat­ 
ever the growing m edium , the tiny 
plants should be shifted to in­ 
dividual pots, cups or bands filled 
w ith rich loam or a m ixture of 
loam and vermiculite and kept grow­ 
ing in a sunny coldframe. It is pos­ 
sible by this method of culture to 
have plants in an early stage of 
bloom by the time they may be 
transplanted to their growing places 
in late April and early May. 
Y ear 
after 
year 
enterprising 
grow ers a re discovering wide sales 
dem ands for thrifty plants of dou­ 
ble and ruffled petunias started in 
individual containers. In fact, few 
other 
ornam entals 
com m and

than do the larger im proved petu­ 
nias. 
In growing these plants for sale 
as well as for home use it is 
wise to m ark each container with 
the varietal nam e (if a n y 1, color 
and type. This is doubly im portant 
where plants of a solid color are 
desired for a special effect. And 
on this point It should be em pha­ 
sized 
th a i beginners should 
not 
hesitate to try out their originiality 
of

and 
grow 
petunias, 
especially the large sorts, in solid 
beds and narrow borders. 
L ater in the spring, preferably 
after the soil begins to w arm in 
late April, beds of the sm all single 
sorts m ay be started by sowing 
seed w here the plants are to grow, 
either in solid or m ixed colors 
All petunias will continue to bloom 
profusely until fall frosts com e, 
providing faded blooms are re ­ 
m oved every few days to prevent 
form ation of seed pods. 
There are so m any beautiful pe­ 
tunias available that choices are 
actually made difficult by merit. 
Of course, every grower w ants at 
least a dozen or m ore of the

Petunias prefer a deeply mellow, 
w e ll.drained loam in full sun al­ 
though they thrive in a wide range 
of soil types. C are is neglgible ex­ 
cept to rem oved faded flowers to 
prevent seed pod form ation. Few 
insects bother petunias and grow ­ 
ers report no serious disease out­ 
breaks — m erits well worth con­ 
sideration in this age of wide­ 
spread plant problem s.

WASHINGTON UB-flacretary of 
Stale Dulles says “there is a good 
chance” for formation of a Euro­ 
pean Defense Community but he 
hopes that “concrete evidence” of

Dulles gave that report of his 
impressions of a flying trip to 
European capitals, from which he 
returned Monday, in a radio and 
television broadcast to the nation 
last night.

be weak, and he said the security

Dulles said it was 
then expected this treaty and re­ 
lated arrangem ents for tying it to 
the North Atlantic T reaty O rgan­ 
ization would be ratified and m ade 
operative in six months. Actually, 
he noted, m onths have passed and 
ratification If still lacking. 
This has been ‘'disconcerting’ 
to the U. S , Dulles said, because 
Am erican security plans are based 
upon eventual inclusion of O erm an 
m ilitary strength in the Western 
European defense system . That, 
he said, is what the EDC was de 
signed to accomplish.

reached; w hat the persistent op­ 
position of His enem ies would lead 
to. He chose the vineyard as a 
setting. The characters stand out 


clearly. 
God is the owner of the vine­ 
yard. 
The Jew s, 
especially the 
leaders, are given charge during 
the landlord’s absence. The arrange­ 
m ent is the old system of "farming 
on shares” practiced widely in our 
own day. The terrible tragedies 
occurred when the landlord sent 
servants, and finally His Son, to 
claim His share of the harvest. 
They w ere all killed. God’s plan 
for the welfare of His people was 
treated 
with 
contem pt. 
Or, 
as 
George A B uttrick states it, “The 
rejected overtures of God,” as a 
suitable title for the parable. It 
suggests several com m ents. 


God’s gracious provision for the 
life of His people. A vineyard was 
a well known plantation in P ales­ 
tine. The one used by Jesus as an 
illustration w as very well arranged 
and 
equipped; 
it 
was 
already 
planted, a hedge set around it to 
keep aw ay anim als, a w inepress 
provided, 
a w atch-tower to d e 
tect possible thieves. It is a pic­ 
ture of the love of God expressed 
in 
the 
bountiful 
provision 
for 
m an’s welfare. God has well pro­ 
vided for body and soul. 
The 
tenants 
of 
the 
vineyard 
w ere free to do as they thought 
best with w hat was left in their 
care. The owner did not w atch 
over them 
but 
“ went into an­ 
other country.” An illustration of 
the freedom given to m ankind; a 
factor so highly valued, defended 
so jealously and at any cost. The 
only requirem ent was a share of 
the fruit of the plantation. That 
seem ed fair enough. We see in 


this arrangem ent the elem ent of 
true 
stew ardship. 
The 
tenants 
wei*e in possession as if it w ere 
their own. 
The only stipulation 
was th at an agreed share should 
be given the landlord. T hat is 
true as it applies to all of life. 
We m ay do with it as we will, 
but, to borrow a line from Tenny­ 
son, “ Our wills are ours to m ake 
them T hine.” The fruit of our 
lives is to be shared with God. 
Our F ather has great faith in His 
children. 
The tim e for gathering the fruit 
and sharing them com es in due 
tim e. The landlord sends to bring 
him back 
his 
share. 
They 
are 
killed or stoned. Finally he sent 
his son. But, instead of being im ­ 
pressed, the tenants saw a chance 
to inherit the vineyard so they 
killed the son also — his only son. 
The persons in the parable rep re­ 
sented characters in history. The 
owner is God. The tenants are the 


Jew ish people and the “ servants?’* 
They are m en like Abraham , Mo­ 
ses and the prophets. With infinite 
patience God sent these servants 
and spoke through them ; directed 
them , but to no avail. Their m es­ 
sage was opposed or ignored. At 
last cam e the Sqn, the F ath er’* 
only Son and He was killed. W hat 
terrible acts w ere these by people 
who received the loving kindness 
of God Himself! T hat the prophets 
should be rejected is more readily « 
understood, for they had hum an 
failures although their m essages 
were divinely inspired. But th a t 
the Son should be rejected (and 
so cruelly) after His gracious and 
com passionate m essage had been 
delivered seem s unbelievable, and 
yet to this day He suffers the same 
fate. He is either ignored or re­ 
pudiated. 
His 
wholehearted 
ac­ 
ceptance, 
rather, should be the 
fervent act of all who share in the 
fruits of God s vineyard.
